Washoe County provides grants to address special community needs. As with all grants
provided by Washoe County these firnds can only be provided to a private organiz.alisn, not
for profiq or to a govemmental entity, for charitable or educational purposes, and must
provide a substantial benefit to the inhabitants of the County. Grant awards for FY 2017-
2018: Silver State Fair Housing Council (SSFHC) $10,000; Artown $25,000; Reno-Tahoe
Open For:ndation $10,000; and EducationAlliance of Washoe County $9,213.

PREVIOUS ACTION

BACKGROUND

Historically, Washoe County has made Community Support fimds available to local
community based providers to support services that address diverse health and human service
needs in the community, or confuibute to economic development and quahty of life issues.
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Below are a summary of the Community Support planned budget for FY18, and a summary of
Silver State Fair Housing Council, Artown, Reno-Tahoe Open For:ndation, and Education
Alliance.

SSFHC is a nonprofit that works to ensure equal housing opporhrnity for all residents of
northem Nevada. Washoe County has provided firnding to SSFHC, since 1998 to support a
variety of services including development and dissemination of informational materials and
education to increase community awareness of housing discrimination, Fair Housing Act
protections, and fair housing rights and responsibilities.
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As a recipient of federal grants from the U.S. Deparment of Housing and Urban
Developmen! Washoe County is required to demonstate efforts to further fair housing
standards in our community. SSFHC seel<s to increase community awareness of housing
discrimination by providing community members with information to detect and report
housing discrimination, and by educating housing providers about fair housing rights and

responsibilities. Successful fair housing advocacy through community awareness provides a

substantial benefit to residents of Washoe County by ensuring that equal housing opportunity
is available to all residents.

Artown
Artown is a nonprofit that works to encourage local artist participation and higllight the best
perforrners in northern Nevada. Additionally, they exist to market and promote these arts

events locally, regionally, and nationally as a premier arts festival. Artown, a month-long
sunlmer arts festival, features about 500 events produced by more than 100 organtzations and

businesses in nearly 100 locations.

The Reno Tahoe Open Foundation is a nonprofit that works to conduct a PGA TOLIR
sanctioned professional golf toumament that will:
